ping space will be great. No time should 

“now be lost to make sure of delivery before 
the great festival of Christmas. 

A parcel on Christmas Day is worth 
many parcels arriving too late. So by 
November Ist those at home must have 
the Christmas gifts on their way for 
many of them have a long way to go. 
Late parcels may not find any shipping 
space for this war is very exacting on the 
accommodation available because of the 
gigantic effort to handle munitions and 
other shipments. 

- So mail early in October is the advice of 
the authorities of the mail services. Do not 
disappoint the boy or girl abroad by being 
tardy in getting the parcels on the way. 

Parcels must not contain jams or syrups 
unless they are in sealed containers (not 

‘glass bottles) with the container ‘sur- 
Tounded by absorbent . material and the 
whole tied securely in strong corrugated 
cardboard.

One 
has to remember, that in shipping it is 
possible there may be a toii of weight rest- 
ing on the parcel one sends.

tions, To produce these eye dis- 
orders, infection from the tooth 
may be carried by the blood. Either 
the germs themselves or poisons 
formed by the germs may thus be 
brought to the eyes. Sometimes, 
the infection may extend directly 
from’ the infected tooth to the eye 
socket. Now and then, ® person 
may put his fingers into his mouth 
and then rub his eyes, thus carry- 
ing germs directly to the eyes. In- 
fection may also be carried through 
the lymph channels. - 

When eye disorders are present, 
and their source cannot readily be 
determined, a careful examination 
of the teeth should be carried out, 
All of the teeth should be X-rayed. 
Those found to be infected should 
be removed. ‘At the time of re- 
moval, according to Doctor Grant f, 
Balding of 1 , the tooth socket 
should be refully curetted or 
scraped, to get rid of all infected 
material, Once this has been done,

“We have passed the laboratory 
stage where our testa have indl- 
cated that milkweed provides the 
most promising substance for in- 
corporation with Buna-8,” Dr. 
Senn said. “The government has 

jbullt a pilot plant costing some- 

thing like $20,000 and we are ready 
to carry our tests from the labor- 
atory into the practical sphere. At 
present we are all exceedingly 
anxious about the quantity of milk- 
weed the people are collecting for

Dr. Senn met the schoo} inspec- 
tors and through them set up plans 
for the collection of. the milkweed 
throughout this area.

Clouds Dictate Altitude

for the clear layers underneath 
them, and go through, hoping they- 
‘re on course, and that there’s noth- 
ing hidden behind that fringe of fog. 
A ‘plane can't be stopped dead in 
the alr if 2 mountain looms up. No 
one has yet devised that kind of a 
brake. 

They got in over Kiska, coming 
high or low, depending on the wea- 
ther, Flak blossomed around them, 
but they didn’t come to be seared 
off by anything the Japs were 
throwing up. Fighter opposition was 
nil—shot down sreroes were ap- 
parently not replaced. There are 
ships in Kiska harbor—hulks— 
monuments to previous successful 
bombings. ‘The R.C.A FP. men 
didn’t know their names, ao they've 
colned other titles for them.

Senate Refuses 
To Halt 1 Draft - 


Washington Oct. 7 (AP) — The 
Senate's point-blank refusal to halt 
the draft of men who were fathers 


before the United States entered 
the war was the signal today for 
immediate action on sharp increases 
in cash allowances for service men’s 
dependents.

STATEMENT GIVEN 


New York, Oct, 14 — (AP) — 
Japan proclaimed the “independ- 
ence” of the Philippines today in a 
series of propaganda broadcasts and 
announced the inauguration of 
Jose P, Laurel as First President of 
& puppet “republican government” 
set up under the thumb of Japa- 
nese armed forces. 

The United States Office of War 
Information quoted the Tokyo radio 
as saying that Laurel took the oath 
of office in Manila at 9::4 A. M. 
(8:40 p.m. E.D.T. Wednesday) 
and 10 minutes later issued “the 
Declaration of Independence of the 
Philippine Republic.” 

Laurel, according to the Tokyo 
broadcast, hailed Japan as “the 
great power of East Asia” who was 
granting the Pilipinos their free- 
dom “as an example of justice in 
the history of mankind.” 

“The Empire of Japan, which in 
this great war has the mission to 
liberate the oppressed faces,” Lau- 
rel's proclamation said, “has banish- 
ed Occidental domination from the 
Philippines and has collaborated 
with all the means at her disposal 
in the formation of the independent 
Philippine nation. We have now 
attained the glory of seeing the 
honor of the National race restored. 
Belong to no Foreign Power 





“Before the world we are now a 


free and independent people. Hence- 
forth we shall not belong to any 
foreign power...” 

Laurel sald that one of his ob- 
Jectives would be to “constitute the 
nation as an integra) state of the 
East Asia Co-prosperity Sphere and 
in this way contribute to the cre- 
ation of a new order in the world.” 

The Filipinos are the second 
people to be accorded their “{ree- 
dom” Tokyo while still remain- 
ing to all intents and come 
pletely dominated by Japan. Bur- 
ma previously was similarly “freed.” 

The obvious propaganda purposs 
behind the Japanese move ‘in the 
Philippines was indicated by @

Our old friends—indeed, our oldest 
friends among the domestic animals—the 
sheep and the shepherd dog are returning 
in good number to abandoned grasslands 
of the Northeast. Connecticut is having a 
promising revival of sheep raising and, 
generally, in New York and New England, 
the sheep population is rising after many 
years of decline. 

The ancient sheep shearing, earliest 
clearing house of agricultural lore, has 
'been revived by the Connecticut Sheep 
Bréeders’ Association. City fellers, exper- 
fenced sheepmen and county agents swap 
ideas at these gatherings, as progressive 
farmers did in the eighteenth: century, 
George Washington and Thomas Jeffer- 
son among them. 

They dress up marvelously a serene 
landscape of, pasture and woodland. They 
stir, perhaps, a pleasant nostalgia for the 
pastoral age of mankind when economic 
man lived by his flocks alone in what, for 
all practical purposes, was an economy of 
abundance; at least, an abundance of 
steak and lamb chops for a well organized 
tribal group.

Gus Foran Gives Jackie 
Paterson One of Toughest 
Fights in Years

London, Oct. 18 . (CP)—Wee 

Jackie Paterson stepped into a ring 
for the first time since he won the 
world flyweight crown last June 
and ran smack into his toughest 
fight in years. 

A southpaw with a knockout 
punch in either hand, Glasgow's 
Jackie had to fight every second 
of the way to take an elght-round 
decision over a tough naval gunner 
from Liverpool who exchanged 
punches under the dual handicap 
of a forehead gash and an injured 
hand, 

The sailor bloke, Gus Foran, was 
making his London debut and few 
of the spectators who packed the 
Queensbury Club thought he would 
Stay the distance let alone extend 
the king. At the finish of the non- 
title match, cheers for Foran rocked 
the house while Paterson slipped 
from the ring unnoticed. 

Some even booed the verdict but 
there was little doubt Paterson piled 
up a points margin although he 
could not solve Foran'’s defence 
and administer his usual knockout, 
Foran, Northern England bantam- 
weight champion, relied mainly on 
a straight left that repeatedly 
foiled lightning hooks and swings of 
his opponent. 

Cousin of Ginger Poran who once 
fought Jackie Brown for.the world 
flyweight title and now is in the 
United States Gus was congrat- 
ulated at the ringside after the 
bout by A. V. Alexander, First Lord 
of the Admiralty, who said: 

“It was one of the finest fights 
T've seen. Your courage was in the 
true traditions of the navy.” 

Bad Second Round 

The Liverpudiian ran into most 
of his trouble in the second round. 
A sizzling right from the champion 
opened up an old cut over his eyt- 
brow, and a few seconds later Foran 
bruised his right hand on Paterson's 
head. From that time, he didn’t 
throw a hard right. 

Foran never has been knocked 
out and boasts a record of 36 
kayoes in 43 contests since turning 
professional three years ago. He 
recently returned from naval duty 
around North Africa.

My study of the situation while 
in India some months ago convinc- 
ed me that the Indian leaders re- 
gretted their rejection of the Cripps 
proposals and were ready to com- 
promise.

It’s 
sensational but probably practical, 
and {t involves the King-Emperor. 

If His Majesty, acting on the ad- 
vice of his Prime Minister, should 
call upon his people, both Indians 
and Britons, to bury the hatchet 
and form a coalition government 
in New Delhi- for the \purpose of 
the war effort, it’s probable that all 
hands would turn to with a will. 
Such a government could be with- 
out prejudice to discussion of In- 
Glan claims after the war. It would 
in effect be a provisional govern- 
ment out of which the 
status likely would graw. This plan 
naturally would involve the release 
of Gandhi and other leaders from 
prison. 

The point is that most Indians 
regard the King-Emperor as out-— 
side politics, and he means more to 
the average sulject than the gov- 
ernment Itself.

HOW TO STOKE 


Important things to de 


1 “Use the side-bank method of eae 
‘alternating the firings to left and right 
sides, or front and back: 


2 Avoid covering hot coals with fresh 
coal. Fresh coal, as far as ible, 
should be added to the side of hot coal. 
Move hot coals from area of the grate 
which is to receive the fresh coal. Do 
not fire fresh coal until at least one-fourth 
of grate area can be cleared of hot coals. 
Break up clinkers and work fine ash 
through the grate area which is to receive 
fresh coal: Place fresh coal at one side 
of fire pot, put coarser pieces on bottom 
and finer particles on top next to the 
wall of fire pot. After placing fresh coal 
use oblique-angled poker to break up 
the hot coke from the previous charge 
so that it will burn uniformly and not 
form 2 hole inthe center of the fuel bed. 
Make certain that the hot coals have 
ignited the gas before leaving the heater: 
Light tightly crumpled papers if neces- 
sary to start the gas flame. 


3 Leave the vent in the fire door open. 
The gas given off by soft coal contains 
one-third to one-half of the heat valuc and 
must be mixed with air to burn; This air 
enters through the vent. . 


Always keep a large glowing surface 
of hot coals exposed to bura the 
gas and smoke. 


Keep the ashpict clean. A clogged 
ashpit will warp or BURN OUT THE 
GRATE BARS. : 


6 Keep a fair depth of ash on the. grate. 


The fire will hold better and will be _ 


more readily controlled. 


7 Do not shake the grate unnecessarily. 
Use oblique-angled poker GENTL 
to break up clinker and work fine ash 
through the grate leaving the heavy ash 
and broken up clinker as a base for the 
fresh coal: Clinkers too hard to break 
should be removed with hooked poker 
or tongs. é 


Handle the dampers carefully. As soon 

as the gas contioues to BURN 

FREELY above the freshly added coul, 

check-off the chimney damper and ashpit 

draught so’ as to control the rate of 
. burning and prevent waste.

8 Remove soot regularly and frequently, - 
keeping the heating -surfaces and’ 
passages clean. Soot accumulations clog 
ges, reduce draught and prevent the 
useful transfer of heat from the heater 
to the room. ; 


9 If for any reason the method of firing 
illustrated above cannot be strictly - 
adhered to and the hot coals cannot be 
completely moved to one side, THEN 
FIRE LITTLE AND OFTEN until the 
proper depth of fuel bed is obtained. 
Filling the heater with a large amount of 
fresh coal will not produce a hot fire, but 
will create gas and fire hazards, waste 
coal and increase smoke.

SEVERAL CASUALTIES 


“London, Oct. 26 (CP) — British 
light naval forces protecting a con~- 
voy sank four German E-boats and 
damaged seven more out of a force 
of 30 in a fierce five-hour running 
battle in the English Channel otf 
the coast of East Anglia» Sunday 
night, the Admiralty announced to- 
day. 

The British escort fleet, made up 
of destroyers ‘and motor gunboats, 
swarmed down upon the speedy en- 
emy* craft as they began the at- 
tack shortly before midnight. The 
battle lasted throughout the night, 
the Admiralty said, and all British 
ships rejoined the convoy without 
serious damage although there were 
several casualties among the crews. 

The Admiralty disclosed that one 
group of motor gunboats which 
surprised a force of enemy E-bosts 
and damaged three of them was 
commanded by a Canadian; Lieut. 
c. A. Burk, R-CON.V.R, of Toron- 
to. 

Destroyer Intercepts Group 

The first engagement came when 
the destroyer Pytchley intercepted 
& group of about five E-boats, the 
Admiralty said. Hits were observ- 
ed on’ one enemy craft and the 
group withdrew. . Shortly after- 
wards motor gunboats attacked an 
enemy group in the same area, sev- 
erely damaging one vessel, 

The destroyer Worcester engaged 
other E-boats, blowing up one by 
gunfire and severely damaging a 
second. Almost immediately af- 
terwards the destroyer MacKay 
scored hits on still another E-boat. 

Meanwhile a group of motor gun- 
boats cut into porition to engage 
fleeing enemy vessels, the commun- 
ique added. Gunfire followed and 
two enemy craft blew up and were 
seen to sink. A British gundoa: 
destroyed a third by ramming, pick- 
ing up prisoners. 

“Bometime later motor gunboats 
under command of Lieut. C. A. 
Burk, R.C.N.V.R., surprised a fur- 
ther force of E-boats and damaged 
three of them with gunfire.”

Cairo dispatches yesterday quot- 
ed a radio message from Mihallovic 
in which he countered with a charge 
that Tito’s Partisans were not only 
attacking his army, but that. Tito 
had claimed victories over the Ger- 
mans for which his men alone were 
responsible. The message was Is- 
sued through King Peter’s govern- 
ment in Calro. 

This is the first time that Mihall- 
ovic, who also holds the rank of 
Minister of War in the Yugoslav 
Government headed by King Peter, 
has personally disputed claims of

Mr. Churchill Speaks 

_- Prime/Minister Churchill has given the 
British public and the members of the 
House of.Commons some thoughts that 

will make them’ think when he 
“in the House on Wednesday as to the type 
of building he. preferred for ‘the new 
Commons which is to be erected at the 
close of the war. He favors the English 
type, the oblong style and had some 
thought-provoking remarks to make on 

the subject. 

He opened with the sage words that 
“we sh our buildings and afterwards 
our buildings shape us.”

On the question of a semi-circular type 
of chamber he said it provided appeal to 
the political theorists enabling “every 
group to move around to the centre adopt- 
ing every shade of pink as the weather 
changes.” He:must have been in a very 
merry. mood as ‘he s0 played with the 
thought of the Seml-circular chamber.

L.S. Calvin D. Grimmon, Mentioned 
In Dispatches, Lost Life While 
Landing Troops in North Africa 


Gagette, as mentioned in a dispatch 
for Distingulshea Service. I am 
charged to -record: His Majesty's 
high appreciation.” 

The message appears on 
bossed scroll. 

L/S Grimmon fost his life in Oct- 
ober 1942 as a result of a torpedo- 
ing. He joined the R,C.N. V. R. 
early in the war and served off the 
West Canadian Coast. His ship left 
Hong Kong shortly before that 
fortress fell. 

He went overseas in June 1942 as 
a volunteer for Combined Operation 
and formed up in’ the Sth Canadian 
Assault Flotilla.” Serving as a cox- 
swain, he set sail with a convoy for 
North Africa to make the initial 
assault on Oran, marking the invas- 
fon of that country. For ten days 
the men labored night and day 
unloading supplies for the land 
army, despite intense opposition 
from shore batteries, bombing and 
enemy destroyers. 

Oran fell and the destroyer he 
sailed on set out for Britain. A 
torpedo struck~and in attempting 
to launch another life-saving rast, 
Grimmon Jost his life when the sec- 
ond torpedo struck. He succeeded 
in his task the raft was the 
means of saving the lives of a 
number of the crew, who had jump- 
ed into the sea. He was the only one 
to lose his life in this action. 

Officers and men in letters. dis- 
closed that L/S Grimmon had al- 
ways shown qualities of good leader- 
ship and invariably helped the 
weaker man. 

Mr, and Mrs. Grimmon have two 
other sons, Stirling and Harry, 
both in the navy, and a daughter, 
Leading Alr Woman Kathleen 
Grimmon, stationed at Trenton.
